W o nderful Trick by » Lo ndo n Co njurer, 
Do ne W itho ut Lea ving th e Sta ge. 
Perhaps the lio st merit o f a co njurer is the 
ability to devise new illusio ns; and this merit 
Buatier de Ko lta p<« ses» *s in a high degree. 
His latest trick is the vanishing o f a lady. 
It 
is the mo st startling and effective illusio n 
which has been bro ught o ut since the Sphinx 
o riginally asto nished and delighted the wo rld 
a sco re o f years ago o r mo re. 
Buatier de 
Ko lta is no w perfo rming the feat nightly at 
the Eden theatre, in Paris, with so gn at suc­ 
cess that he has l» een co mpelled to po stpo ne 
hi» pro mises! visit to Lo ndo n, where he had 
intended appearing at the Egyptian hall dur­ 
ing tie* autumn to ur o f Messrs. Maskelyne & 
Co o k®. 
This trick was bro ught to England by M. 
Yerbeck. who did it last year at the Picca­ 
dilly hail; but Mr. Bertram ammiplisbes it 
witho ut the aid o f an assistant and witho ut 
having tbe stage. Mr. Bertram take« a large 
newspaper which he unfo lds in the center o f 
the stage to cut o ff co mmunicatio n with any 
po anbie trap do er. 
On this uew*f« aper he 
places a chair. In the chair he fdaces a yo ung 
lady, who cro nes her hands in her lap o ver 
bev ia,rx' handkerchief. 
After « he has o p- 
pareofly been rendered insensible by inbala- 
rio ns. Mr. Bertram pro duce* an eno rmo us 
black silk handkerchief, abo ut five feet wi<le 
by seven feet lo ng. This he brings do wn to 
the audience to » bo w that it is no t in any way 
prepared, and the spectato r can see that the 
silken stuff is thin eno ugh to be translucent. 
With thii flimsy shawl Mr. Bertram co m­ 
pletely co vers the yo ung lady, carefully ad­ 
justing it to the flo o r, and as carefully tying 
It behind her head. 
When all has been do ne regularly and in 
o rder, and there is o nly to lie seen the figure 
o f the yo ung lady as she sits in the chair, en­ 
shro uded in the black veil, Mr. Bertram sud­ 
denly snatches away the silken shawl, which 
disappears fro m his hands at o nce. 
The 
yo ung lady has vanished; the chair stands 
there empty, save that there remains o n the 
seat the lace handkerchief she had held in her 
fingers; it has fallen fro m the to uch o f a van­ 
ished hand. Amid the applause which this 
strange disappearance calls fo rth, Mr. Ber­ 
tram steps to the do o r at the side o f the stage 
and leads o n again the yo ung lady who vient 
de disparaitre.—Saturday Review. 


Chlo ral And Its Effects. 
Tbe actio n o f cho ral hydrates is very similar 
to that o f o pium, but it do es no t lessen the 
pain no r co ntract the pupils o f the eyes to the 
same extent. It do es weaken the actio n o f tho 
heart and lessen the pro ductio n o f heat in the 
bo dy to a far greater degree than o pium. It 
induces sleep in do ses that are no t dangero us, 
and the unpleasant effects o f mo derate do ses 
o f o pium are avo ided by its use. The fatal 
do se is a large o ne. Its taste and o do r are 
alike unpleasant to mo st peo ple, hence the risk 
o f acquiring an appetite fo r it are no t so great 
as with the latter drug. 
Tho habit, o nce 
fo rmed, is much easier to give up than that 
o f o pium eating. The treatment o f a case o f 
cho ral po iso ning is exactly the same as fo r an 
o verdo se o f o pium. One impo rtant fact to !>o 
rememlx'red in such a case is to scrupulo usly 
avo id the lo ss o f animal heat. No t at tending 
to this po int has co st niany lives. The patient 
sho uld lit* kept warm; the sto mach must be 
emptied o f its co ntents, and stimulants sho uld 
be given to keep up the actio n o f the heart 
until the po iso n has a chance to o scajx* by the 
lungs and kidneys.—St. Lo uis Glo be-Dcmo - 
crat. 


.Skidding Lo gs w ith Steam. 
One o f tho first things that attracts the 
attentio n o f visito rs to Mr. Fo ster’s crane, 
near Fairchild, is the famo us “ steam skidder” 
—the o nly o ne in the state. It i n a great sight 
to witness two o r three huge lo gs being drag­ 
ged, fro m a distance o f thirty-five ro ds, o ver 
brush, fallen trees, stumps, etc., as if they 
were mere sticks, and duiui>ed o n to p o f a 
huge pile alo ngside o f the track. And to do 
all this requires « lily o ne man to manipulate 
the levers o n the steam engine and o neway 
o ff where the lo gs lie to put the chain aro und 
them. It makes no difference if the lo gs to 
be drawn are beneath a pile o f o ther lo gs o r 
fallen trees. The mo ment tho chain is put 
aro und them o ff they go , the fo rward end 
so mewhat elevated and the rear end dragging
